Geneva, Aug. 13—The Dutch gov- 


ernment has followed the example of 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany in rejecting the League of 
Nations proposed treaty 
of mutual 


guarantees. The secretariat of the 
league has published in full 'the letter' 
in which Holland rejected the treaty 
as a. basis for disarmament. 


The letter, which iq signed by H. A. 


Van Karnebeck, former president of 
the League of Nations assembly, de- 
clares tha't the regional agreements of i 
aid in cases of aggression, provided ty 
jihe treaty, jiot only are contrary to the 
spirit of the covenant of the 
league, 


but would be a constant menace to 
peace. The letter doubts whether such 
measures woutd tend to reduce arma- 
ments as the various nations would be 
likely to accept the limitations as a 
minimum instead of a maximum. ' 


In conclusion, the Dutch communica- 


tion expresses, the conviction that dis- 
armament cannot be accomplished by 
any organization of a military charac- 
ter based on force, but rather by mak- 
ing the league universal and by seek- 
ing world-wide adoption of its princi-
